The tSrst business of the meeting 


•was the submission of the report cf 
:he joint scale coramittee. The proposi- 
;ions made by each side were practi- 
cally the same as have been published 
heretofore. The miners demanded an 
advance of 20 cents per ton on a run- 
oC-mine basis. The miners offered an 
advance of 9 cents per ton for mining 
with the condition as to the screens re- 
maining the same as at present. A 
further condition in their; proposition 
is that the state of lilnic^s,-which is 
now on a ruu-of-mine 
Ipsis. 
must ' 


come in under-a double standard 
ar- 


rangement and return to using screens. 


Immediately upon the raiding of the 


report. President Mitchelljof the mine 
workers, moved the adoption of tho 
miners' scale. Mr. F. H. -Kolihins, 
a 


Pennsylvania 
operator, . moved 
to 


amend the motion by adopting 
the 


scale of the operators. The mutter wa.- 
tlien opened for discussion. 


President Mitchell Of the mine work- 


ers was the first speaker, and said dur- 
ing the past year the prlcfe. of coal had 
been higher than for . seferal 
years, 


while the cost of living to the minors 
-was also higher, without an advance in 
wages to meet it. Under this arrange- 
ment, he said, the operators were mak- 
ing a good profit, which he thought 
sbould.be divided with tho miners. 


He was followed by Mr. 
Bobbins, 


who answered by saying SO or 00 per 
cent of the coal mined was contracted 
for immediately after 
an 
agreement 


with the miners had 
been 
reached, 


and as a consequence the mine own- 
ers profited nothing by the advance in 
the market. He said that a run-of-niine 
basis would be suicidal to the interests 
of the Pittsburg district, for the rea- 
son that the coal had to be carefully 
rained because it went to the. great 
lakes, where other coal was met that 
had been placed on sale at a less cost 
for miners. Mr. Bobbins then cited the 
advance in the wages received by other 
trades unions, and stated the average 
advance was 9 per cent. The miners, 
be said, had received aa advance Of IS 
per cent at Chicago, and now offereu 
an advance of 14 per cent, making a 
total of 32 per cent in the last threa 
years. 
. , 


John P. Reese, member of the min- 


ers' executive hoard from the state of 
Iowa, replied that the facts should not 
be lost sight of in figuring this aver- 
age. The miners' wages had gone low- 
er during the panic than those of any- 
other craft. Ke outlined the attitude 
of the miners, and said they were -will- 
ing: to discuss, the matter dispassion- 
ately and arrive at a.settlament. G. W. 
"Lackey and Thomas L.. Lewis followed 
in speeches in which they discussed 
at length Loth propositions. 


The last speaker was H. L. Chapman 


of tbe Ohio operators, who took tho 
position the miners were endeavoring 
to form a trust- He. said: 
"Do you 


know what this defense fund,-you will 
attempt to raise, mean? It means you 
will be forced to-control every 
busi- 


ness in this country; that, you -will 
centre1, al! oi tbo great railroad sys- 
tems of the continent and control all 
of the steamship lines flowing or leav- 
ing Its port. It means more. It means 
you will control 
the domestic 
con- 


sumption and say whether or not the 
poor people of this land shall have fuel 
to cook their humble meals with. This 
will be nothing more or less than one 
EiEantic trust, and you will -be the 
stockholders." The conference 
then 


agreed to meet again.

Washington, Jan. 30.—Senator Ma- 


son (Rep., 111.) arose soon after the 
senate convened to a question of priv- 
elege and sharply attacked the British 
government and the British vice con- 
sal at New Orleans, because of an in- 
•terview in which the vice: consul had 
assailed Mr. Mason for the position he 
h'ad taken in behalf of the Transvaal 
republic in its war with Great Britain. 
Mr. Mason not only attacked the con- 
sul, but the policy of Great Britain ill 
levying war on an inferior:natiou~ Mr. 
Hoar (Rep., Mass.); thought th* con- 
sul's purported remarks so serious that 
it ought to be investigated by the gov- 
ernment, but at the same time he de- 
precated any attack upon Great Brit- 
tain with the people of which, the 
American people ought not only to liize 
in peace, but as loving and devoted 
friends. 
Mr. Lodge 
(Rep., Mass.}' 


sharply arraigned the British consul* 
for his utterance against a 
United. 


States senator, and believed it ought 
not lightly to he passed'. Mr. Tillmas 
(Dem-, S. C.) delivered a forceful and 
quite characteristic speech 
on the 


Philippine question, in which he main- 
tained that this government ought to 
extend to the Filipinos the right to 
govern themselves, the United States 
guarding them against the aggression 
of other nations. 


The Clark Case. 


Washington, Jan. 
SO.—The senate 


committee on priveleges and elections 
heard a number o£ witnesses oa minor 
points involved ia the charges against 
Senator Clarke of Montana. The pro- 
testanta took occasion during the day 
to withdraw 
all intimation against 


Hon. J. K. Toole, who withdrew from 
the Montana contest for United States 
senator under circumstances which the 
protestants were at first inclined to 
consider suspiciously favorable to I»Tr. 
Clark. The prosecution also declined 
during the day to p-.it two witnesses 
on the stand who had been summoned 
at their instance, because the men had 
talked unsatisfactorily since their ar- 
rival in Washington. Both ex-Senator 
Edmunds and Mr. Campbell said 
it 


would be unfair to both sides to cali 
the witnesses to testify. 


Against Civil Pcnsious. 


Washington, Jan. 30.—The bill for 


the re-organisation and improvement 
of the weather bureau, which includes 
provision for pensioning disabled and 
aged employes of the service, received 
a black eye in the house. The bill was 
bitterly fought by the opponents 
of 


civil pension rolls, on account of the 
life tenure provisions it contained, and 
it was sidetracked or. a test vote of 57 
to 73. Although the speaker ruled that 
it remained unfinished business when 
the house was again in committee of 
the whole, the: opponents of the meas- 
ure believes the action kills it. The 
early portion of the day was devoted 
to a lively scrimage over the Sulzer 
resolution to investigate Secretary 
Gagc, which the committee on rules 
recommended should be sent to 
the 


ways and means committee, as the lat- 
ter committee has the response of the- 
secretary in its possession. There was 
no opposition to the proposed action,, 
but Mr. Richcfdson (Tenu.) and Mr. 
Sulzer (N. Y.) used it as a text for re- 
newing their attacks upon the secre- 
tr.r-. "r. Cage was defended by Mr. 
Hopkins (111.), Mr. Hill (Conn.) 
and 


Mr. Dalzell (Pa.). 


The Scott Case. 


Washington, Jan. SO.—The protest

try town, whore she would siK'.ili in a 
ha'l without any lire. .This brought on 
her chronic complaint, rheumatism. 
Her.friend Mrs. Stuuton to!d a story 
of how .Miss Anthony accepted an invi- 
tation to a Iwtnrc, but when the titnt> 
came to po to tbo hail was so crippled 
with rheumatism that she cou'.d scarce- 
ly wall;. Mrs. Stamen offered to take 
her place, irjt Miss Anthony s.iid she 
would get there if,sh,e lived. Goicg to 
her room, she ordered a portable bath- 
tub and a pltL-UPr of ice water to be 
brought. Standing in the bathtub, she 
had the water poured over her back 
and then told the attendant To rub bur 
hard with a dry towel. In this way 
she became sufficiently timbered tip to 
give tlie lecture, and the next day she 
said that the water cure had relieved 
her of the ailment. She was mistaken, 
however, and ouly her regular habits 
have prevented it from gaining th«i 
mastery. 


Although she has probably traveled 


over the United States more than any 
other of her sex and has delivered more 
lectures. .Miss Anthony is Com! of her 
uorae ::.ud says she is content to give 
up hor career before the public, i'or she 
believes she lias become too old for 
that sphere of work. - Her daily routine 
for the last ten years when in Roches- 
ter has varied little. She is dressed by 
7 o'clock and has her breakfast a hair 
hoar inter. She then attends to iier 
correspondence, which runs from n doz- 
en letters to sometimes 50 daily. Up 
to three years ago slie would not en- 
gage a stenographer, saying she was 
able to take care of ber own mail, but 
now she does considerable dictation. 
Generally hor time until dinner is oc- 
cupied with correspondence, 
in the 


afternoon her friends know she is gen- 
erally at home, and the little parlor 
sometimes contains five or sis visitors.

Mr. Meyer is confident 


that he has solved the question of 
yacht construction for inland lake 
usage, and -his experiment will be 
watched vrlth a good deal of interest 
by -Wisconsin yachtsmen. 


Mr. Meyer says he.expects to bare a 


yacht which will be considerably light- 
er than if constructed of wood and will 
not- increase in weight as the season 
progresses owing to Its immersion in 
water. 
With the advent of ^lightly 


constructed craft for racing on the In- 
land takes of the middle west so much 
has boon sacrificed by the builders to 
attain tbat desideratum that the boats 
have barely survived one season, a'ad 
by using aluminium sheathing in place 
of light timber Mr. Meyer expects to 
secure strength as well as lightness, as 
the frame work will be strengthened 
by trusses .similar to those employed 
in stiffening tbe Lipton cup challenger 
prior to her Journey across the Atlantic 
last summer. Instead of building a 
marine railway to haul the yacht out 
Of the water after each nice tbe boat 
will be left at anchor when not in use, 
as aluminium does not corrode. 


The new craft h:is been modeled 


closely after tbe Oshlcosh sloop Argo, 
in which Commodore Gates of the Osh- 
kosh Yacht club beat everything afloat 
at the annual regatta of the laland 
Lakes yachting association oil Luke 
V»"inneba.so last August, but the floor 
of the Pcw.nukec creation will be flat, 
the belly, so noticeable in the Argo.' 
being eliminated, but the overall, tva-j 
ter line anil beaai measurements will | 
be retained. Four sheets of aluminium 
will be sufficient to sheathe the frame- 
work of the hull, which is 30 feet in 
length, and the entire weight of the 
metal shaathing Is. only 1.30 pounds. 
Thirteen gauge shentliing1 is being 
used, and the metal is so pliable that 
the bontbtiildcrs are having no trouble 
in shaping it to conform with the lines 
they desire to carry out. 


It is expected that tbe launching of 


the aluminium craft on Pewaukoe lake 
ueit spring xvill mark a new departure 
Iu the construction of racing machines, 
and yacht builders,naval architects uad 
yachtsmen iu the vicinity of Jlllwau- 
kee are In a state of expectancy over 
the prospects. If the innovation proves 
successful, there will be a revolution 
in small yacht building in the west. 
Mr. Meyer and his sons, wbo are vet- 
eran navigators, are confident 
that 


they will lenve their competitors far 
astern nest Bumnver in the regattas 
which have been scheduled nt Pewau- 
tee, Cconomowoc and Lake Geneva.

FRANKFORT, KS"., January 3O.—Hon. William Goebel, 


•whose election to the office of Governor of Kentucky by 
tae Democrats- of tke State is being contested by Taylor, 
the Republican'Candidate who ran against him, was shot 
aad seriously injured is the state house yard in this city at 
II t/eK*eIc this morning. He was passing through the 
state house grounds on his way to the capitol building, 
when two shots -were fired at 'him in quick succession 
from a rifle. The shots were fired from a window in the 
taird story of the building that is occupied by the offices 
of the Governor and Secretary of State. 


Only one of the two shots that were fired, by the 


would-be assassin took effect, the bullet striking Mr. 
Goebel in the right side and coming out just below the 
left shoulder blade. The ball penetrated the right lung, 
but it is believed that the wounded man has a chance to 
recover, unless complications set in. 
The wounded 


statesman was carried immediately to the Capitol Hotel, 
"where he now lies in a critical condition, attended by sev- 
eral physicians. 


la an instant after the shots were fired the building 


from which, the bullets sped toward their intended vietirri' 
was surrounded by the police and hundreds of excited cit- 
izens, and a. search, was made for the assassin. John Whit- 
.-aker, a farmer of Butler county, was found in the build- 
Ing, placed under arrest and landed safely in jail. He de- 
nies that he did the shooting, but circumstantial evidence 
is strong against him, five revolvers being found on his 
person when he was searched at the jail. Excitement in 
the city is intense.

.Five courses were enjoyed and then 


followed stories vastly entertaining 
about pioneer days, the host growing 
reminescent and telling of his boy- 
hood days. He told of coming to 
Lima,- October 23rd, 1831, when he 
was but four years of age and his 
family the second one to settle in the 
city, there bein^ at the time but three 
log huts ia this place. The Indians 
were numerous and Q.uilna, one of the 
old chiefs was vo'ry kindly disposed 
toward him. often taking him with 
him in his wanderings. Their home 
was a log hut on the site where the 
Union block on the east side of the 
square now stands and was a tavern 
where people stopped when coming 
from the east to take tip claims. He 
well remembers helping take the sad- 
dles off of the travelers horses when 
tbe saddle bags were so full of gold 
and silver as to make them hard to 
lift, but these saddles with their 
wealth,(were thrown down behind the 
counter until needed and were perfect- 
ly sale, for there were no thieves heie 
in those'days. 


At fourteen years of age he began 


to carry the mail on horseback from 
Sidney to Defiance, having many a 
hard ride in doing it 
He was mar- 


ried January 29th, 1S50 to Nancy 
Stephens at St. Paris, Cbampalga 
County, Ohio, going to Delphos the 
following week, where they lived a 
short time and then cams to Lima 
which has been their home ever since^. 
Their marriage was witnessed by a 
number of relatives and friends, but it 
is believed that not one of them is 
how living. 


Mrs Mitchell looked over the past and 


present with a kindly eye and spoke 
particularly about the Stephens family 
in colonial days and about the numer- 
ous changes she had witnessed In 
Lima in the past fifty years.
